The angels to the ſhepherds flew 
to tell withouten tarry. 

and when they came to Bethlehem, 
they found him in a manger, 

Joſeph took his journey by him, 
forwarn'd of Herod's danger : 


The far did warn theſe three wiſe men, 
who after proved true men; 
And all the babes in Bethlehem, 
king Herod ſought and flew them. 
after the death of Herod king, 
from Egypt they returned, 
for Archelaus then did reign, 
to Nazareth they journeyed. 


When John the Baptiſt he began 
to preach the firſt repentance 
againſt the Scribe and Phariſees 
pronounced a woeful ſentence. 
When Jeſus unto Jordan came 
of John to be baptized:

Nicodemus a man of law, 
aloes and myrrh appoiated, 
and Joſeph of Arimathea, 
his body they anointed, 
after they wrapt him in a web 
and bore him to the garden, 
and laid him into Joſeph's tomb, 
where never man had there been. 


Then Mary Magdaleo came, by day 
and mift away the ſtone, 
ſo back they ran in great affright 
and — — and John. 
they found the kerchiefs aud the cloaths 


were lying where they left them, 
they thought ſome of his m: rial toes, 
ha d either (ola or reſt him, 
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yet Mary Magdalen did remain 


after the two's returning, 
and looked upon his grave again, 
with weeping and with mourning.

his countenance ſhe kent it:

La * aſcennded. 
YO - 
tell my brethren in edel, 
I aſcend to my father, 


and to my God andyour God all, 


he told them all together, 
the ſelf ſame night they ſembled right, 
becauſe-the Jews did wrong them, 
Jeſus came in withouten din 


and faid, peace be among them. 


I give to you the Holy Ghoſt: 
both hands and feet he ſhew them, 
and give them power o' ct all the reſt 
to pardon fins of true men. 
forty days long our Saviour rang 
after his bitter paffion, 
and finiſhed (fo faith my ſong) 
the work of man's 8 


then Thomas was not in il room 
when that they did conveen there, 
he ſaid except be felt his wound 
and ſaw then with bis cen there. 
Chriſt ſaid, Thomas wil thou not be true 
thou ſees and yet belives not 
O be not faithleſs but faithſul- | 
they're bleſt believers and ſees not. 


He kyth'd himſelf to „ Cleophas, 
with great humiliation, 


betwixt Jeruſalem and Emmaus, 


thus was his exhortation. 

at the ſea of Tiberias 
he din'd with his diſciples, ._ 

and gave command that they ſhould paſ 
and preach unto all people; 


I vill fend down the Holy Ghoſt, 


from ot the Mount off Olives, 
and will my peace unto them give, 
who in my blood believes; 
and with theſe words he went away, 
and from their fight aſe ended; 
ſaying thou muſt ſtay until che day, 
thea I ſhall bring you to it,
